m any counties of Indiana have de­ 
cided to make a county 
wide 
test 
and there is said to 1m* sentiment in 
favor of such a thing here. The U.

d epartm ent is interested in e s ­ 
tablishing tuberculosis free 
coun­ 
ties, and with 
one 
exception, 
all 
federal men are 
now 
working in 
su h com ities. 
The county agent had a number

Fire that started in the 
smoke 


house of the H. A. Kramer packing 
company, located in the heart of the 
business district, caused a loss es- 
timated by Mr. Kramer at 
$2,500, 


which is covered with insurance. 


The flames were, discovered: at 


12:30 this morning by Patrolmen 
Smith and 
Everman, 
who were 


passing down tlie alley, and 
saw 


smoke coming out from beneath the i 
roof. They turned in the alarm from | 
box 31. and the timely discovery of 
the blaze prevented a serious loss. 


The smoke house is a brick con- 


structed compartment; located witli- 
in the packing house, and has a 
concrete roof. There 
were 2,000 


pounds of liaeoii being cured, and it 
is believed t'hat one of.them 
fell 


from the rack into Hie fire, and this 
caused the blaze to flame up 
and 


ignite the rest of the bacon. 


Tlie wooden doors on the smoke 


house were burned, and the ilaines 
shot up to the roof, but did not burn 
through, confining the blaze to the 
interior. The ton of baron made a 
terrfticly h«t fire, affording to the 
firemen, and also <-aused a. 
dense 


smoke.

Although the large smoke house 


5s fonstnicted of brick and concrete 
it was 
ruined, 
by 
water being 


Ilirown onto it while hot, and 
the 


smoke bouse compartment will have 
to be rebuilt according to Mr.'Kra- 
mer. 


The plumpers laid three hose lines 


from plugs,.and were prepared 
to 


ftrht tlie flames, although two lines 
were sufficient to smother the fire. 
Tlie flaones almost broke through the 
roof, as tlie 
rafters 
were badly 


charred in several places, due to the 
excessive heat ( of the. brick 
com- 


partment. 


Mr. Kramer stated 
that

•were 2,000 pounds of 
bacon

stroyed valued ,at 35 cents a pound 
and lie estimated the total loss in- 
cluding damage to the building, 
as
